After a delightful day at the racee 
and an enjoyable evening at the Sang- 
erfest Thursday in Davenport, we had 
chartered a naphtha launch to m ak e a 
trip up the great Hennepin canal F ri­ 
day u.orning at 7 o'clock , and to say it 
was an interesting one would be d ra w ­ 
ing it mild.

Otto von Bismarck p enned this gloomy 
lament, 
ft was not wrung from the bitter 
ness of his later years; it came from him in 
the p rime of manhood when William <>! 
Prussia, just called to tla- throne, invited 
him to Berlin to become the head of the 
ministry 
This was a .sup reme moment in 
the history of Prussia, fur Bismarck was to 
usher in his famous p olicy of blood and 
iron and set the p egs for Germany'« regen 
oration. 
Vet at the very threshold of this 
great work he was filled with a morbid up 
p rehen-ion of the vanities and vexations of 
the world. 
One can hardly imagine Bis 
march, whose daring statesmanship was to 
change the map of Europ e and k« >p kings 
and p otentates in awe, p ausing on the brink 
of his wonderful achievements to lament 
the folly of nations and of men. 
But Bismarck had several sides to his 
nature*. 
In dip lomacy artful and auda 
clous, in battle grim and relentless, gruff 
and stern in his treatment of p olitical ri­ 
vals, he had nevertheless softer moods, 
in which humor, p hilosop hy and religion 
blended curiously to lighten up tie* general 
sternness and determination of his elianu 
ter. 
He was an affectionate, faithful bus 
band, a kind and indulgent father anti a 
generous neighbor and friend, 
lie could, 
however, brook no op p osition to his ideas 
of p olicy and res.uted the slightest interfer­ 
ence with his p u .vt r in the emp ire, but his 
deep , absorbing p atriot ism, his unbound« ! 
faith in theglori u- future of his country, 


a s well as his p rofound reverence of its p ast, 
covered a m ultitude of faults and toned 
down the sharp , jutting edges of his unique 
p ersonality 


BISMARCK’S EARLY CAREER. 


Daredevil Student, Court Rep orter, l.egt*- 
lator, Kmbu-ssndnr. 
There v,as little p romise of a brilliant 
cart er in the vouth of Otto von Bismarck 
By a strange irony of fat*- he was born on 
Ap ril Fool's day at. Schoeuhausen, the 
home of his ancestors, in 1815. 
At, the a g e 
of 6 he was sent to a hoarding school at 
Berlin, and when 12 years old he was re 
moved to the gym nasium . or p ublic classical 
school, and remained five y e a rs in such in 
stitution- 
A t Gottingen university, whither he was 
sent from the Berlin schools, young Bis 
marck was a typ ical sp ecimen of the reck 
less, daredevil student. 
He was then a 
tall, slim, p ale faced youth, active and 
healthy enough, but with little sign of the 
broad shouldered, stalwart man lie after­ 
ward became. 
From 
Gottingen university Bismarck 
went to the University of Berlin, where he 
soon p assed an examination in law and was 
ap p ointed auscultator, or official rep orter, 
at one of the courts. 
A year of court n*- 


He resigned his p osition, and after travel 
ing several months he settled down to the 
life of a p ractical farmer on the family es­ 
tates. 
In 184« he was wedded to the Fraulein 
Johanna Frederica Charlotte Puttkam er 
The marriage p roved a union without a 
flaw. 
It steadied the imp etuous young 
German, brought him for the first time face 
to face with the serious business of life and 
was the turning jwiint of his great career. 
Soon after his marriage Bismarck was 
made a member of the Frankfort diet. At 
that time Germany was comp osed of loose­ 
ly organized states and had little influence 
in Europ ean affairs. The revolution of 1848 
infused new hop es into the hearts of the 
p eop le. 
Radical ideas were sp reading and 
the occup ants of thrones trembled for their 
safety. 
It did not take Bismarck long to 
decide which side he should take. 
He was 
a firm believer in the divine right of kings; 
he inherited intense contemp t for the p eo­ 
p le as a factor of governmental p ower. 
The swift rising current of democracy 
threatened to engulf his beloved Prussia. 
Frederick William granted a constitution, 
and a dep utation from the new national 
p arliament offered him the imp erial crown 
of Germany. 
But with the traditional dis­ 
dain of his race the king was not disp osed 
to accep t honor at the hands of the p eop le. 
Emp ire derived from that source was de 
sp ised by a man who claimed his authority 
direct from God. 
The offer was rejected, 
and a jealous hatred arose between Prussia 
and Austria which was soon to rip en into a 
war for the humiliation of the latter. 
Bismarck threw himself heart and soul 
into the cause of the king as against Un­ 
p eop le. 
He up held the royal p rerogatives, 
fiercely op p osed anything in the nature of 
liberalism and gave way with bad grace to 
the concessions which Frederick William 
eventually deemed wise to grant to p op ular 
sentiment. 
As a reward for his loyalty Bismarck was 
ap p ointed envoy to the diet at Frankfort in 
1851, 
This body did not rep resent the p eo­ 
p le, but was in reality an assemblage of 
p rinces and their p roxies, who kep t a tight 
hold on individual rights while resisting 


T he C areer o f B ism a r c k , th e P r im e M in is­ 
ter and R ea l R u h r o f K uro pe. 
It was in 1861 when William I of Prussia 
recalled Otto von Bismarck from the court 
of St. Petersburg to fill the p ost of p remier j all readers of 
at Berlin that he was made a count. 
He 
was at that time the best hated man in the 
kingdom, and the Liberals regarded his 
ap p ointment as a direct menace to their 
aims. 
Peop le used to sp it up on the ground 
as he p assed to show their dislike; he was 
hissed and hooted on the streets. 
B ut be 
p ersevered in his stern p olicy, and those 
who hooted and hissed and sp at in his 
tracks were loudest in his p raise when the 
t riump h of the Prussian arms gave material 
evidence of his farsecing sagacity and gen­ 
ius. 
The Schleswig Holstein war was the first 
serious test of his p olicy. 
It was a six 
months’ camp aign undertaken by Austria 
and Prussia to wrest the two duchies from 
Denmark o n the p retense of broken en­ 
gagement? 
Denmark was beaten easily 
enough, and the allies were soon haggling 
over the sp oils. 
There was no alternative 
but to fight, one another, and then com­ 
menced that fierce struggle, ending with 
Badowa on July 2, 1866, which blotted out 
the military glory of Austria and added im­ 
p erishable fame to the Prussian eagles. 
In his great p lans for German unity Bis­ 
marck had a strong coadjutor in Von 
Molt.he. 
Bismarck p ulled the strings of 
continental p olitics, arranging the p up p ets 
to suit his imp erious lancy; Von Moltke, 
with t he same stern eye to Prussian ag­ 
grandizement, map p ed out future cam­ 
p aigns and drilled and discip lined the army 
until it was the most p erfect death dealing 
machine of the age. 
For several years Bis 
marck devoted himself to t he consolidation 
of the North German confederation. 
Nap oleon looked on with a jealous eye. 
The Austrian camp aign had raised Prussia 
to one of the mighty p owers of Europ e, ilc 
had failed in his p rojected role of arbitrator 
and was filled with anxiety as to the future* 
Not only was his p ersonal p ride hurt by 
Bismarck’s refusal to let him in at the 
death, but he p ersuaded himself i hat Franc ; 
had been insulted and that her p restige 
was threatened by Prussia’s success. 
His 
mortificat ion sp read to the p eop le, and a 
bitter hatred sp rang up between the na­ 
tions. 
The p ublic journals gave voice t > 
his sentiment, and when t he question of the 
.Sp anish succession was cunningly contrived 
by Bismarck to give mortal offense to 
France Nap oleon had the nation at his 
bat k, and the hasty declaration o f war was 
greeted with wild acclaim. 
With the result of the memorable con 
flirt between France and Prussia all the 
world is familiar. 
Paris was besieged and 
fell after a p rolonged struggle, and the 
German emp ire, of which William of Pru.— 
si a was declared emp eror, was p roclaimed 
in the p alace of Versailles. 
The title of 
Prince Bisma.ck Schoeuhausen, chancellor 
of the German emp ire, was conferred up on 
him at the close of t In* Franco-1 ’russia n war. 
Bismarck’s fame was now at its zenith. 
Recognized everywhere as tl o dip lomatic 
giant of the century, he was really the 
mainsp ring and ruler of united Germany 
his hands. 


in his ideas. 
They viewed with dismay the 
rap id p roKre*--of L^ fatal malady. 
They 
wituc-sed with anger which could scarce 
Is- n-p re 
> d the evil influence of Bismarck 
up on the crown p rince. 
As soon as the 
breath wa- out of Frederick’s body Bis­ 
marck had the p alace surrounded with 
troop s and orders issued that no one should 
he allowed to leave until search was made 
fo r the dead m an’s diary. 
What followed is fresh in the minds of 
current history. 
The urn 
p re-s, although badgered and bullied to the 
limit of endurance, managed to secure her 
husband’s p ap ers, "W e shall have no more 
p etticoats meddling in p olitics now!” was 
the trium p hant cry of the Iron Chancellor 
as the marks of estrangement between the 
emp eror and his mother became more and 
more ap p arent. 
Bismarck foresaw a new 
lease of p ower for himself. 
He believed he 
hud the unnatural young kaiser comp letely 
under his thumb, but he was destined to be 
rudely awakened from his fond dream. 
For a time everything seemed to favor 
him. 
The English government, cowed by 
the-p verma.-tcring influence of the dom. 
neering p rince, was afraid to resent, the in­ 
sults to t lie daughter of the queen. 
Wit! 
Ham him-elf was hated and desp ised by the 
British p ublic for his unnatural conduct 
But the young man was not altogether had. 
Bismarck’s methods and manner p alled 
up on him. 
He was as little inclined to sub­ 
mit to dictation as the chancellor was to j 
forego if. 
The weight of the crown inflate I 
his self esteem. lie felt his own imp ortance I 
as the ruler of the great German emp ire j 
and quietly intimated to Bismarck that 
much of Ids advice and meddling was Its 
officious to suit his imp erial p leasure. 
The 
chancellor wa astonished and for the fir t 
time in his career found himself a p lead« 
for favor. 
William was obdurate and p er­ 
sisted in hav ing his own way, and Bis­ 
marck submitted to the inev itable with as 
much grace as he could summon. 
A t this juncture grave doubts were 
thrown up on Bismarck's real p art in or­ 
ganizing the new emp ire. 
Extracts from 
Frederick’« diary, winch Bismarck ha i 
tried in vain to secure, were p ublished and 
caused a p rofound sensation in Kurop < 
They flatly ch clare/1 that Bismarck was op 
p osed to the founding of the emp ire; that ;t 
the close of the Kratico-Prussian war W i 
liam, who was then 76 years old, insisted 
that, the title of king of Prussia was in 
finitely sup erior to emp eror, and that the 
crown p rince really carried the imp erial 
p roject through, laboriously p ersuading hi.- 
father and almost bullying the chancellor 
into a reluctant sup p ort of it. 
Of course 
Bismarck could not stand idly by and -<«• 
the laurels In* had worn so long ruthle> ; 
torn troui his brow. 
He entered a vigorous 
denial and imp eached the authenticity of 
the diary. 
He wanted William to order the 
p rosecution of the p ublishers for treason 
and tamp ering xgp h state secrets. 
But t he young kaiser was not in a com 
p liant mood. 
It, seemed to have dawned 
up on him t hat he owed something to t he 
memory of his father, and that he should 
modify his treatment of his royal mother, 
was, moreover, in the thick of his labor 


where a formal recep tion was p rep ared 
But he had eyes only for his sweetheart 
and disdaining to regard her p arents or 
their guests he rushed up to her as she 
stood at one side with downcast eyes, an/1 
throwing his arms about her neck nearly 
smothered her with kisses. 
This of course 
broke up all formality ad?! p robably had 
much to do with th e final overcoming o f 
all traces of op p osition. 
The marriage twok p lace in 1847, and the 
young coup le made a short vyedding fcour 
th rough Switzerland and Italy. A t Venice 
Bismarck accidentally met King Frederick 
William IV of Prussia. 
He was com 
m inded to attend the royal dinner table, 
and a long conversation ensued between 
him and the king on German p olitics. The 
foundation of hi-> p olitical fortune was 
made in this conversation. 
Bismarck was taken unawares by the 
royal invitation. 
He was totally unp re­ 
p ared for such a contingency and had no 
court dress with him. 
He was obliged to 
borrow one, hut the suit was not made for 
a man of Ids p rop ortions and fitted him so 
badly th a t he cut a p oor figure. 
He had 
been for some months p reviously a mem­ 
ber of the Frankfort diet. 
This meeting 
with the king eventually led to his ap ­ 
p ointment us Prussian embassador to that 
I body.

During all his life Bismarck used to write 
long and affectionate letters to his u N- 
whenever he was away from her.

Frankfort, where the T h um a n d Taxis p os­ 
tal system was in vogue, he bad to write to 
her cautioning her to be careful what she 
said.

marck, who map p ed out its course toward 
unification, v as needed t< 
on t he helm and steer it amid the rocks and 
shoals which at times threatened danger 
and destruet ion. 
For 2« year: he ruled the emp ire with a 
rod of iron 
He was the same forceful char 
inter that kep t the Prussian p arliament 
in hot water when William ascended the 
throne. 
He roared and bullied and blus­ 
tered till the nation reverberated in sym­ 
p athy. Now 1 e was fighting the ultram on­ 
tane« with ail his noisy vigor; again he 
would force rough measures down the 
throats of clamorous socialists. 
Amid all 
the op p osition at home he kep t a watchful 
eye on the rest of Kurop e, cementing the 
various intere >Lsof the new emp ire together 
and develop ing the commercial and mili­ 
tary resources of the fatherland.

ond great object was to p reserve the p eace 
of Europ e, which he did by i acre/is ing the 
efficiency of the German army and forming 
the famous trip le alliance laetween Ger- 


refonn move n< nt, which Bismarck had op- 
p osed tooth and nail. 
Uon~>equent.ly, when 
the old chancellor got angry at non comp li­ 
ance with his wishes and made one of his 
bluff s at resigning, William p romp tly took 
him at his word, and on March Is-. isirt), 
Kurop e was shocked by the news that the 
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great Bism arck, the dip lom atic giant o f 
the century, had severed his official rela­ 
tions wit h t he em p ire he founded. 
Every p ossible rum or followed him into 
retirem ent, 
it waa said th a t he never ex­ 
p ected the em p eror to allow him to resign; 
th a t he was in a state of p anic t he day after 
he m ade his fatal bluff and hum bly Legged 
the Em p ress Frederick to intercede with 
her son to retain him in office. 
One can 
hardly im agine the bold, imp lacable Bis- 
keep a firm hold j m arck, the terror of Europ e, on his knees 
before a woman whom he sought so often

truth and has never been contradicted. 
B ism arck’s downfall was thus almost as 
com p lete and p athetic as that of Wolsey. 
B ut his tem p er, unlike th a t of the ambitious 
cardinal, was not broken by the storms of 
state. 
His retirem ent was m arked by se­ 
vere criticism of the young emp eror’s p ol­ 
icy and im p rudent outbreaks of wrath 
against old tim e rivals.

fectionate and at the same time dignified 
character of the relations between the 
p rince and the p rincess.” 
His courtship was a singular one. He 
was very intimate with the Blantkenhurg 
family, who were, in a way, relatives, and 
one sum mer made with them a long jour­ 
ney for p leasure through some of the m ost 
p icturesque p ortions of Germany. M Frau- 
lein Puttkam er was of the p arty, and the 
young coup le fell in love, though Bismarck 
seems not to have found it out until aft*- 
the journey was finished.

Thanks to his iron 
constitution, he was able, with all his dissi 
p atiou, to give some attention to the lec­ 
tures. 
He rose with the hirk, for he had to 
be a t the lecture room before 7 o’clock in 
the morning to listen to lieeren on history 
and ethnograp hy. 
An hour later he gave 
ear to W endt on logic and metap hysics. 
A fter th at came an hour with a fencing 
master, and then Hugo on jurisp rudence 
and Goscheu on some other intricate top ic. 
Dinner followed, and then mathematics un­ 
der Thibaut. 
An hour or two of hard read­ 
ing concluded the work of the day, and then 
came p lay—and such p lay! 
The recreations of the Gottingen stu­ 
dents in those days were not gentle. 
Duels 
were frequent, and the college fraternities 
were in fact little else than drinking and 
duelling societies. 
Bismarck in his second 
term was the leading member of the H an­ 
nover» , the leading fraternity of the time 
in Gottingen, though It may be said to his 
credit that his sagacity and acuteness had 
as much to do with his leadership as his 
cap acity as a drinker and his p ower as a 
swordsman 
It is stated that he fought at least 30 
duels, though there are detailed records of 
only four. One of them, singularly enough, 
w a s with Windthorst, who, in the stormy 
days of Bismarck's p ower «as a p olitician, 
was one of his strongest op p onents.

p atently the authorities did not learn of 
any of Bism arck’s contests, for, though the 
official records show that he was p unished 
four times, none of these p unishments was 
for fighting. 
His first p unishment was for officiating

EISMARCK AS A SPEAKER. 


No t an Orato r I21 the Ordinary Sens» -—Hi« 
A jijio a-aace In tin* JR.Cieh« tag. 
Bismarck w;is no t at all 
a smo o th, grace 
ful o rato r, but when it was anno unced in 
Ins days o f po wer that he was abo ut to 
make tin impo rtant speech all 10uro pe held 
it- breath. 
His vo ice was peculiar, high 
pitched and no t very po werful, 
it was bj 
so me spo ken o f as a thin vo ice, but that ex- 
pre -es o nly o ne o f its qualities. It was th* 
vo ice o f a yo ung man, and o ne hearing it 
fo r tla* first time witho ut seeing the speak­ 
er co uld hardly believe that a perso n lo ng 
past middle -ge w 1- talking. 
A po etically 
inclined writer o n * likened his speech to 
1 lo re-t stream running o ver sto nes a d 
ro o t s. 
A mo re scient ific o bserver described 
it in this way: 
“ I think I kno w a better tho ugh a rather 
technical co mpariso n-—namely, his speecn 
is like quicksilver d-.iwn o ut. Take a dro p 
o f quicksilver co ntaining so me lend o r zinc, 
put it o n a pane o f glass and ho ld it slant­ 
ingly. 
The dro p swells and ro lls, but pres­ 
ently it sto ps, beco mes thinner and lo nger, 
r*' mins immo vable fo r a mo ment, gathers 
new strength to tluw, beco mes thin o nce 
again, and so fo rth. 
Thus it was with the 
chancello r’s wo rds—first, if a sentence came 
o ut, then he hesitated, sto pped o r uttered 
a sho rt, inarticulate so und and went o u 
igain. It v\ es always evident that to speak 
vas a physical exertio n, but even when in 
lirst rate fo rm he did no t talk fluently.” 
Clo se o bsei utio n disclo sed the fact that 
the reaso n fo r all this was that the fo rm o f 
his speech was always impro vised o n the 
pur o f the mo ment; that, unlike many ex­ 
tempo raneo us speakers, he did no t use the 
first expressio n co ming into his mind, but 
while uttering the first half o f a sentence 
he was thinWng ho w to shape the seco nd 
half in o rder to exactly express his mean­ 
ing. 
When making a jo ke o r so me lighter 
remark, there was no hesitatio n, hut when 
he turned to mo re serio us subjects the halt­ 
ing fo rm o f eneech always returned. 
It fo llo ws that it was no easy task to re­ 
po rt his wo rds. 
Even the o fficial steno g­ 
raphers used o ften to trip o n his wo rds, and 
befo re their wo rk was passed Bismarck 
always perso nally revised it. 
During a debate he used to make frequent 
no tes in a co ar-e. scrawling hand. 
When 
attucried by sum keen o ppo nents, he grew 
nervo us and shifted in his seat, his pen 
ho o k between his fingers, and very o ften 
his hand went menacingly to his swo rd 
hilt, fo r Bismarck, while the first civil o ffi­ 
cer in the empire, was at the same time a 
general o f cavalry and always wo re his un­ 
dress unifo rm in the reich-tag. 
iifii aro used, his ebullitio ns o f passio n • 
were frequently terrible 
He was merciles- I 
in reto rt, unsparing o f perso ns, no matter 
their age, their perso nal services to himself 
o r to the empire, 
lie po ssessed a caustic 
humo r which he used with great effect. A 
master o f invective, his co arseness o f speech i 
\ cry o ften defeated his o wn o bject. 
One 
e f his co unt m u m speaking o n this po int 
described him as “ an Achilles in co urage, | 
he is a Therio t; in debate as o ften a-th - 
candid censure o f friends o r the vicio us 
taunts o f fo es go ad him into the lo -s o f his 
temper.
